space between ink discharging portions of each of the plurality of heads. 

6. As related to amended independent claim 8 an additional search was conducted based on 
the amendments to the claim and the existing prior art of record as well additional related art 
fails to teach or fairly suggest a printing method comprising all of the steps and incorporated
